Ethics commission orders 
McCoy to release letter 


WILMINGTON - In a letter 
made public this week, the 
State Ethics Commission 
(SEC) stated that it was by a 
“close call” that it decided not 
to investigate Selectman 
Michael McCoy on a complaint 
filed against him by the 
Wilmington Police Department 
last December. 

The letter, which was dated 
April 8, was sent by the com- 
mission to McCoy. Recently, 
the SEC ordered McCoy to file 
the letter with the Town of 
Wilmington because its con- 
tents had been discussed in 
public during , the past two 


months. McCoy delivered the 
letter to Town Clerk Kay 
Scanlon last week. 

In April, McCoy followed the 
advice of his attorney, Richard 
C. Bardi, and kept the letter 
confidential. In its place, Bardi 
submitted to the press a release 
on April 9 in which he declared 
that McCoy had been “vindicat- 
ed” by the commission's deci- 
sion not to pursue a probe 
against him. Bardi further 

that the complaints 
filed by Police Chief Bernard 
Nally against McCoy stemmed 
from a “political witch hunt.” 

At the time, Nally refused to 
take Bardi’s statements at face 


value and maintained that 
McCoy could not «publicly 
declare that he had been vindi- 
cated: without disclosing thé 
contents of the letter that hée 
received from the SEC. In thé 
two months that have followed, 
Nally pressed the commission 
to release its letter, so that he 
could have a firm understand- 
ing about where his depart- 
ment’s investigation stood. 

The McCoy investigation 
dates back to a year ago. In 
April of 2002, the Board of 
Selectmen instructed Chief 
Nally to investigate McCoy on 
charges that in 1999 he attempt-

Senior tax cuts could cost $600K 


that would be felt by local tax- 
payers if an article brought 
forth by petitioner Raymond 


provisions of Massachusetts 
General Laws to adjust the age, 
income and asset requirements 
that local senior citizens must 
meet in order to qualify for an 
exemption on their property 


taxes. If passed on June 9, the 
article would take effect on 


lower the eligibility age for 
senior tax abatements from 70 
years old to 65 and will raise 
the annual tax break from $500 
to $1,000. Income limits would 
be set at $20,000 for unmarried 
seniors and $30,000 for married 
seniors, an increase from the 
current $13,000 and $15,000 
respective limits. 

According to Moynihan, the 
article, if passed, could cost the 
town upwards of $590,000 in rev- 


enues next yeaf Moynihan 
described the figure as a “best 
guess,” but he later described it 
as a conservative number as 
opposed to a worst Case sce- 
nario. 

“The problem in forecasting 
an adequate cost factor is the 
lack of quantifiable informa- 
tion on the income and asset 
equation,” Moynihan informed 
the selectmen. 

At the board’s meeting on 
Wednesday, May 28, Moynihan 
told the selectmen that only 
three options exist to make up 
for the lost revenues.

THE ABC’S OF DIVORCE

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Kudos to Selectmen Chairman Michael McCoy. 

No need to read that sentence twice. You read it right. 

The Town Crier has been critical of McCoy’s perfor- 
mance thus far as the newly minted Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, but late last week he gave our 
office a call and informed us about a smart move that 
he has made. 

McCoy has withdrawn from next week’s Special Town 
Meeting his article that sought to dip into the town’s sur- 
plus to secure $3.5 million for the design and construc- 
tion of affordable senior housing in Wilmington. McCoy 
cited the state’s fiscal crisis as the reason behind his 
decision. 

“I have to think of the community as a whole,” McCoy 
told the Crier. “I do not want other services in town to 
be hurt due to the state’s problems.” 

Such services would have indeed suffered if Article 2 
passed on June 9. In order to balance this year’s bud- 
get, the town has already drained $3 million from a “free 
cash” reserve that just a few months ago boasted 9 mil- 
lion bucks. Wilmington may need to dip even further to 
balance the budgets of fiscal years to come. The $3.5 
million price tag that was associated with McCoy’s arti- 
cle for senior housing would have only hindered the 
town’s response to the state’s fiscal woes. 

On a less important, political level, McCoy’s decision is 
a smart one. It demonstrates a realism and a flexibili- 
ty that many in town fear Selectmen Chairman McCoy 
lacks, given his handling of the ouster of Michael 
Newhouse as Town Counsel and the determination to 
swiftly replace him. 

Many will charge that McCoy has withdrawn Article 2 
for political reasons. Granted, he may have sincerely 
seen the writing on the wall when it comes to the shrink- 
ing levels of Local Aid that the Commonwealth has 
afforded Wilmington and other towns throughout the 
state. Perhaps, though, he also figured that it is best to 
choose one’s battles when he presented his housing arti- 
cle to the Planning Board and the Finance Committee 
last week and faced challenges and criticism. 

Doesn’t matter. The bottom line is, McCoy has done 
the right thing. 

Everybody wants to help the senior citizens lead less 
burdensome lives, To accomplish such a goal, though, 
the community should debate its ‘ideas by using logic 
and facts and figures as its tools. Emotions do not cut 
it. 

This brings us to another article for the June 9 special 
meeting that has been brought forth by Selectman 
Raymond Lepore. Article 9 seeks to adjust the age, 
income and asset requirements to be met by senior citi- 
zens who wish to receive an exemption on their proper- 
ty taxes. 

‘Lepore submitted this article for the special meeting 
when he and his fellow selectmen met on May 12. He 
was urged to hang on to his proposal until it was fully 
understood how his article could financially affect the 
town. At a board meeting on May 28, Town Assessor H. 
Skip Moynihan informed Lepore and the other select- 
men that Article 9 could cost the town as much as 
$590,000, This is a figure that would hang over the 
town’s head for two years until it takes effect on July 1, 
2005 if Article 9 passes. 

-How will the town cover such a cost? 

According to Moynihan, the town would have to reach 
Once again into the surplus, raise taxes, or make cuts in 
such services as those provided by the school system 
and emergency personnel. 

‘Readers, we ask you, which one of these three options 
do you prefer? You're going to need an answer if you 
vote in favor of Article 9. 

‘The Town Crier respects the rights of Lepore and all 
citizens to bring forth articles to a town meeting. That, 
however, does not change the fact that some of those 
articles could prove to have a troubling effect on the 
town if approved. 

“The Town Crier encourages Selectman Raymond 
Lepore to follow McCoy’s lead and withdraw his article 
from the Special Town Meeting on June 9. From there, 
he and McCoy and others can work closely to practical- 
ly and soundly resolve the difficulties faced by the 
senior citizens of today.

Consider the meeting on May 28, in which the controversy sur- 
rounding the swift removal of Town Counsel Michael Newhouse 
three weeks ago took center stage. 

The usual crew of concerned residents was present at the meet- 
ing. So, too, was a group of Newhouse supporters that has recent- 
ly begun attending the meetings on a regular basis. There was 
also, however, a new group in the mix that night. 

The town clerk, fire chief, police chief, library director, they 
were all there. In fact, a total of 17 town department heads were 
seated and awaiting the start of the meeting in order to offer their 
opiniuns about the abrupt dismissal of Newhouse. 

In sauntered the selectmen, with their matching leather jackets 
and white T-shirts. All had toothpicks hanging out of their mouths 
that highlighted their defiant sneers. 

Bob Cain, the former Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, was 
at the meeting too, but in his newly embraced role as “Citizen 
Cain.” He has got to be enjoying his new position after the last 
year or two in the hot seat. He is living proof that it is far easier 
to effectively needle the Board than it is to serve on it, a bitter 
reality that the current Board is slowly and painfully learning.

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“April is the cruelest month,” T.S. Eliot wrote, 
and it certainly is one of the busiest. Adding town 
politics, taxes and school vacation to the mix of 
everyday life leaves little time for reading or 
reflection. 

As it happened, I was in Arizona in April, stand- 
ing at the rim of the Grand Canyon and thinking 
about explorers. Although archaeological evi- 
dence indicates Paleo-Indians existed in the 
Grand Canyon over 10,000 years ago, Major John 
Wesley Powell is the man credited with leading 
the first successful expedition down the Colorado 
River through the Canyon’s full length, begin- 
ning in May of 1869. Ten men, four boats and 
three months later, through the bizarre, unchart- 
ed geology; hair-raising rapids and pitch-dark 
desert nights, Powell accomplished. 

I love reading about explorers, those whose 
curiosity, imagination and will are stronger than 
the belief that the quest they’ve set out on is 
impossible. In a way, James Murray, the father 
of the Oxford English Dictionary (OED) was 
such a man. 

Bookends’ selection for the month of April was 
“The Professor and the Madman,” subtitled “A 
Tale of Murder, Insanity and the Making of the 
Oxford English Dictionary,” by Simon 
Winchester. In a nutshell, it’s the story of two 
men and a book. In a nutshell, the story of the 
Grand Canyon is of a man and a river. 

James Murray was born in 1837 in Scotland to a 
family of no money or standing. He had an enor- 
mous thirst for knowledge of all kinds, and 
taught himself geology, botany, geography, map- 
making, history, and astronomy. He especially 
loved philology, the study of language and words. 
As did many children of poor families, Murray 
left school at 14 since there was no money for fur- 
ther education. By 15 he had a working knowl- 
edge of French, Italian, German, Greek and 
Latin. (He reportedly taught the local cows to 
respond to calls in Latin.) By age 30 he added 
Spanish, Portuguese, Dutch, Celtic, Russian, 
Persian, Cuneiform, Sanskrit, Hebrew, Aramaic, 
Coptic and Phoenician, and all of their dialects. 
Murray became the man unanimously chosen by 
the deans at Oxford University to take charge of 
the OED. 

So what's the big deal about a dictionary? Well, 
for one thing, it's a relatively new invention. 
Four hundred years ago there was no such thing. 
When William Shakespeare (or any of his 
learned contemporaries) was writing his plays 
and poems he had no way of knowing if any 
unusual words were spelled or used correctly. A 
concept such as “look it up” did not exist. How 
could he be certain if he were grammatically and 
factually accurate when he used a word? 

Murray wanted to capture every single word in 
the English language, their definitions and 
spellings, and how ‘they changed and’ evolved 
over the years since their very first usage. He 


also wanted millions of quotations to support the 
scholarship. He created a brochure to be sent to 
every bookstore and library in the English- 
speaking world (including American and 
Canada) calling for tens of thousands of volun- 
teers. These volunteers would read books and 
create word lists. They were assigned certain 
words and, every time they encountered the word 
in a new usage, would write it on a slip of paper 
with the sentence in which the word was used, 
along with the source. These slips of paper were 
organized and catalogued for the dictionary. 
There were tens of millions of slips of paper. 
Begun in 1857, the original OED eventually orga- 
nized 414,825 precise definitions into 12 tomb- 
stone-sized volumes. It took 70 years to complete. 

Murray had received the most remarkable slips 
from Dr. William Chester Minor, an American 
surgeon originally from New Haven, 
Connecticut. Minor lived in a small village only 
50 miles from Oxford but consistently refused 
Murray’s invitations to come to the University to 
meet. Finally, after 25 years and 10,000 words, 
Murray set out to personally thank his most pro- 
lific contributor. Imagine Murray's astonishment 
when he discovered that the brilliant Dr. Minor 
was a patient at the Broadmoor Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum. 

Simon Winchester opens “The Professor and 
the Madman” with the story of William Minor 
and what led him to shoot a man in Lambeth 
Marsh, a London slum. Unlike today's almost 
cavalier attitude, to murder someone with a gun 
was considered so heinous as to be unthinkable. 
In fact, although Lambeth Marsh was the most 
notorious and crime-ridden section of London, 
there had never before been a shooting. In other 
words, the very first homicide by gun in London 
was committed by an American! Makes you 
proud, doesn’t it? 

Today, Dr. Minor would have been diagnosed a 
schizophrenic and treated with the appropriate 
drugs. Winchester raises the ever-tantalizing 
question about art and insanity: would Minor's 
intellect have been so blunted by the chemicals 
that, had they been available, he would not have 
been capable of contributing to the OED as he 
did? 

Eventually Murray was able to assist in Minor’s 
release and subsequent return home. Minor, one 
of the greatest contributors to the finest dictio- 
nary of the English language, is buried in obscu- 
rity on the edge of a slum in New Haven, 
Connecticut.

He also did 
not mention the lack of 
resources that was cited by the 
SEC as the reason for not 
investigating his client. 

Chief Nally also received an 
April 8 letter from the SEC in 
which it informed him about its 
decision. The SEC suggested to

Jeffrey Hull stood on behalf of 
his colleagues and read a three- 
page letter that expressed 
department heads’ concerns in 
fer to Newhouse’s dis- 


“These concerns are based 
upon the merits of the decision, 
the impact that it may have on 
pending legal matters and the 
process followed to arrive at the 
decision,” Hull quoted. “Most 
of us have worked directly with 
‘Town Counsel on the full range 
of issues affecting municipal 
government, including collec- 
tive bargaining, zoning and 
subdivision control, public 
health and environmental laws, 
procurement, contract review, 
tax foreclosure proceedings, 
appellate tax cases, matters 
involving town meetings and 
town elections and police mat- 
ters involving civil and crimi- 
nal actions. 

“As department heads, we are 
the most actively involved with 
the Town Counsel on a regular 
basis, with the exception of the 
Town Manager,” Hull contin- 
ued. “We respectfully request 
the opportunity to comment on 
criteria for the selection of 
‘Town Counsel, as in the past. To 
date, the lack of such opportu- 
nity suggests a lack of under- 
standing of our roles as depart- 
ment heads who work on your 
behalf and on the behalf of the 
residents.” 

The letter, authored by Hull, 
was also signed by Planning 
and Conservation Director 
Lynn Goonin Duncan; Board of 
Health Director Gregory 
Erickson; Public Buildings 
Superintendent Roger Lessard; 
Elderly Services Director 
Theresa Marciello; Town 
‘Treasurer M. Ronald Mendes;

“He always answered with ‘I’m 
just happy to help the team’.” 

According to Stewart, he 
never did receive a bill for the 
work done by Newhouse, even 
though many of those services 
took place long before 
Newhouse became an employee 
of the town. 

An endorsement for 
Newhouse was also offered by 
Carolyn Harris, the 
Chairperson of the Historical 
Commission. 

Former Selectman Robert 
Cain, who attended the meet- 
ing, challenged McCoy on his 
decision to muffle the individ- 
ual department heads. 

“If a,person is a department 
head, does that no longer make 
them residents of the town?” 
Cain asked. 

“The department heads 
should respect the office of the 
Board of Selectmen,” 
replied. 

Selectperson Suzanne Sullivan 
asserted that she had valid rea- 
sons for dismissing Newhouse 
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Pressure mounts for selectmen to re-appoint Newhouse 


and that she had disagreed with 
his opinions on several matters. 
Cain stood once again to inform 
Sullivan that just because her 
legal opinion differed from 
Town Counsel’s, it didn’t make 
her opinion right. 

“| will stand strong to demol- 
ish the political backroom deals 
that have taken place over the 
years,” Sullivan began. “I will 
not back down from doing away 
with appointments through pol- 
ities. People should get jobs 
based on experience and knowl- 
edge. The whole appointment 
process of Mr. Newhouse was 
tainted.” 

Sullivan then proceeded to 
suggest that the department 
heads in attendance were no 
more than “yes men” who abid- 
ed by the wishes of Town 
Manager Michael Caira. 

“Quite frankly, in all the times 
I’ve been going to Town 
Meetings and meetings, I have 
never heard a department head 
or the Assistant Town Manager 
disagree with the Town 
Manager,” Sullivan stated. “I 
mean, these people work for the 
Town Manager and that’s the 
bottom line.” 

Caira responded to Sullivan's 
allegations. 

“Ms. Sullivan made several 
comments about appointments 
that I've made and about 
department heads and their 
ability to think for themselves, 
and I think that is worth 
addressing,” Caira began. “I 
categorically reject some of her 
statements. It is an insult to all 
of these people who work very, 
very hard, and to suggest that 
they are ‘yes’ people is an 
insult to those people. 

“I want to publicly indicate 
that I know how valuable they 
are and appreciate the fact that 
they work so hard,” Caira con- 
tinued. “To make that state- 
ment is absolutely irresponsi- 
ble, and I will not abide by it. I 
recognize who I work for, but 
you cannot just say things with- 
out being able to back them up. 
Unless someone sits with me 
every day and knows what our 
discussions are, those kinds of 
statements ought not to be 
made.” 

Sullivan stated that her previ- 
ous comment pertained only to 
what she saw at public meet- 
ings, but Caira contested her 
assertion. 

“That was only part of your 
statement,” Caira told Sullivan. 


“Your statement went forward 
and indicated something 
beyond that. You went forward 
and said it is obvious that they 
work for the Town Manager and 
they would never say anything 
contradictory to the Town 
Manager.” 


Caira accentuated _his 
remarks by gesturing with his 
hands and pointing to the ceil- 
ing, a gesture that Sullivan took 
as finger-pointing. 

“You don’t yell at me, you 
don’t raise your finger, and you 


don’t reprimand me,” Sullivan 
told Caira. “Is this malfea- 
sance?” 


McCoy interjected and called 
a halt to the discussions.

After first qualifying for the 
meets on May 17th at the State 
Relays in a time of 10:26, the 
girls improved their time to 9:58 
to capture second place the 
CAL, just finishing behind a 
particularly talented 
Masconomet team. Bradley, 
among others, was floored by 
such a tremendous improve- 
ment by the team. 

The girls ran a little bit slow- 
er this weekend, but cap-

Gustin double trouble 
at state meet

Jason Gustin didn’t really put 
much stock into his exploits as 
a track runner when he first 
took up the sport as a fresh- 

man. 


“I originally [ran track) 
freshman year to stay in shape 
for soccer,” said Gustin. “It 
turned out that I was somewhat 
decent so the coach saw some 
potential there.” 

Yet another understatement 
from yet another gifted athlete. 
Gustin has been an instrumen- 
tal part of the Wilmington 
attack during his four years on 
the team, and has easily been 
ie team’s best quarter miler 


for the Wilmington Wildcats 
this year, a feat that few can 
boast of. 

Two Saturdays ago at the 
Cape Ann League 
Championship meet, Gustin 
captured one title that had 
eluded him during his tenure at 
Wilmington - a _ League 
Championship trophy in the 800 
meters, The senior won the 
event in two minutes flat, a per- 
sonal best, as Gustin saved his 
best performance for last. 

This past Saturday, Gustin 
surprised even himself by cap- 
turing his second title in two 
weeks in the 800 meters when 
he ran 2:00.38 to win the Class C 
State meet title in the event, 

“Winning the states was defi- 
nitely the highlight of my 
career,” said Gustin. 

But don’t let the ease of his 
statement sound as if the race 
won by eight thousandths of a 
second was even close to being 
easy! 

“I was coming down the last 
straightaway and I didn’t hear 
anyone behind me,” said 
Gustin. “It wasn’t until the last 
twenty yards that I heard him, 
which meant [the runner] had 
really good form. 1 just started 
kicking in because I thought he 
‘was going to catch me.” 

He didn’t catch him, and 
Gustin felt sure he'd won, but it 
did take quite a while before 
the judges announced the win- 
ners for the 800 meters, 

Gustin’s undefeated spring 
season was in tact - Wilmington 


had the new 800 meter champ. 
Gustin finished his day by run- 
ning the anchor leg of the boys’ 
4 x 800 meter relay team to 
qualify for yet another All-State 
event. Although the team ran 
poorly last week, they will be 
shooting for a top ten finish in 
Norwell. 

Meanwhile, Gustin will be 
competing in the 800 meters 
next week with the added pres- 
sure of being the favorite 
amongst the Wilmington con- 
tingent to earn a trip to New 
Englands. 
That’s quite a journey for 
someone that originally ran 
track to stay in shape. Over the 
years, Gustin has tried every- 
thing from the 1000 meters to 
the long jump and high jump, 
but admits his own comfort- 
able niche lies with the 800 
meters. 

“(During] my sophomore 
year, I was going to plan on 
running the mile, but my new 
coach put me in a shorter race, 
which I wasn’t too happy about. 
But, I guess it worked out for 
the best because I was much 
better in the 1000 meters than 
in the mile.” _ 

That was winter track and 
Wilmington coach Bob Cripps 
was happy to see Gustin run 
the 800 meters in the spring of 
his sophomore year. 

“(Jason] has been a sure 
winner in every meet that 
we've competed in,” said 
Cripps. “He’s another two 
event man [on the team]. He 
does the 800 meters and runs 
the relay. He is the team’s best 
quarter-miler by far.” 

Gustin will be seeded either 
sixteenth or seventeenth as he 
heads into next week All-State 
competition, but that fact does- 
n’t concern the accomplished 
senior too much. 

“You usually never finish in 
your seeded spot, so I’m hoping 
to break up in and break two 
minutes. Sub-two, that would 
be nice to get,” said Gustin.of 
his final high school goal. 

Cripps will have a tough time

Triton ends their season with 2-0 defeat 


Lady ‘Cats dropped in second 
round of tournament by old foe

Way back before the rains 
came which wiped out the first 
couple weeks of the high school 
softball season, Wildcat coach 
Bob Surran was asked which 
teams within the Cape Ann 
League he thought would give 
his talented team trouble.

Those words certainly came

On Saturday afternoon, 
Wilmington was blanked by 
Triton, 2-0, which ended their 18 
win season in the quarterfinals 
of the Division 2 North section- 
al tournament played at Aprile 
Field. Triton pitcher Danielle 
Mason got out of several jams, 
including two on in the second 
and the bases loaded in the fifth 
which eventually led the 
Vikings to the win, and ended 
Wilmington’s season, two wins 
shy of where they ended the 
season before in the sectional 
final. 

“I don’t want to sound cocky 
or brash but I really think on 
any given day we're as good as 
any other [Division 2 team] out 
there,” said Surran. “Central 
Catholic, Concord-Carlisle, 
Burlington and Triton are the 
four teams left and I think 
we're as good as any of those 
teams. We gave it our best and 
we did everything we could but 
on [Saturday] it wasn’t enough 
and Triton was better. 

“(Assistant coach] Jack 
(Fahey) and I talked about 
things after the loss and the 


two of us said we had no regrets 
and we wouldn't have gone 
back to change anything differ- 
ently than what we did. We 
practiced very hard, the girls 
had all kinds of batting prac- 
tice, we practiced the short 
game, defense and there’s noth- 
ing really we could change 
other than to score three runs. 

“In high school sports it’s a 
one game showdown and if the 
favorite is going to win than the 
World Series champion would 
be 162-0. Triton hasn’t beaten 
us in four or five years so I 
think it was just there time. 
They had a couple of good hits 
and a couple of bouhces which 
we have had all season but on 
Saturday we didn’t get the 
clutch hit or any lucky bounces. 
It's always disappointing when 
you lose, but no one can expect 
to win every game.” 

Triton struck for the two runs 
and Wilmington had their 
chances to get even as they 
banged out eight hits and left a 
host of runners on base. 

“Mason throws very well and 
Triton plays good defense and 
they are well coached,” said 
Surran. “They don’t hit that 
well and they always have to 
scrounge for runs which is what 
they did against us. We had 
seven or eight hits and we did- 
n't strike out much but they 
made the plays and we just did- 
n't get the clutch hit we needed 
when we had the opportunities.

published by the Vintage Base- 
ball Association, Vintage Base 
Ball is base ball (yes, it was 
two words originally) played by 
the rules and customs of any 
earlier period. Ballists don 
period uniforms and recreate 
the game ‘as it was meant to 
be played. The activity of vin- 
tage base ball can be seen at 
open-air museums, re-enact- 
ments and city parks and is 
played on both open grass 
fields and modern baseball dia- 
monds, 

Most vintage base ball clubs 
in the VBBA play the game of 
base ball as it was played in 
the late 1850s, 1860s and 1880s. 
Many clubs use the rules 
recorded in the first Beadle's 
Dime Base Ball Player, pub- 
lished in 1860, which recounted 
the third meeting of the Nation- 
al Association of Base Ball 
Players. 

The mid-nineteenth century 
game was considerably differ- 
ent than today’s game. Ballists 
played with bare hands until 
the 1880s and balls caught on 
one bound were outs until the 
mid-1860s. Balls are considered 
fair by where the ball first 
touches the ground. That is, a 
ball hit in front of home plate 
that theri spins into foul territo- 
ry is still a fair ball. There are 
numerous other differences, 
but modern spectators would 
still recognize our game as 
base ball. 

According to the VBBA web- 
site and club history, in 1845, 
Alexander Joy Cartwright, Doc 
Adams and others were early 
members of a group of young 


professionals who made up the 
Knickerbocker Base Ball Club. 
The Knickerbockers began the 
process of formalizing the rules 
(eg. bases set at 30 paces or 90 
feet apart, establishing foul ter- 
ritory, etc.) in the late 1840s 
and early 1850s. Establishing 
clear foul territory was a major 
improvement as it allows spec- 
tators to get up close enough to 
the action to become interested 
in the game. 

By the mid to late-1850s, 
more than a dozen teams with 
names like the Eagles, 
Empires, Excelsiors, Putnams, 
Unions and Atlantics had 
formed in New York City and 
Brooklyn to play the Knicker- 
bocker or New York game of 
base ball. In 1858, the National 
Association of Base-Ball Play- 
ers was formed. By 1860, the 
number of teams playing sky- 
rocketed as teams formed in 
other cities like Philadelphia 
and Washington. Gradually 
other variants of the game, 
most notably the Massachu- 
setts game, died out in favor of 
the New York game. 

The Knickerbockers mod- 
eled their club after the gentle- 
men’s clubs that had been 
organized in cricket. The 
Knickerbockers seemingly had 
more team rules and regula- 
tions about gentlemanly behav- 
ior than the game itself. But 


the popularity of the game, and 
the prospect of charging admis- 
sion (first done in 1858) lured 
some working-class clubs into 
the game like the powerful 
Brooklyn Atlantics whose main 
interest was to win. 

After a brief lull during the 
Civil War, interest in the game 
of base ball was rekindled in 
the post-war years. As the pop- 
ularity (and prospects for get- 
ting paying spectators) grew,

still more professionalism crept 
into the game. Eventually, 

Wright’s Cincinnati Red 
Stockings fielded the first, 
openly all-professional team in 
1869 and the rest is history. 

The other team involved in 
Sunday’s game was the 
Providence Grays. According to 
their club history, the Provi- 
dence Grays played at the long- 
gone Messer Field in the 
Olneyville neighborhood of 
Providence, as one of the eight 
teams in the National League. 

They were led by ace pitch- 
er Charles "Old Hoss" Rad- 
bourn, who is still remembered 
for winning a record 59 games 
that year and leading the 
Grays to the pennant. When the 
team's other pitcher defected 
to a rival league in July, it 
looked like the Grays' season 
was over, but "Old Hoss" 
offered to pitch the rest of the 
team's games. The Grays went 
on a twenty-game winning 
streak and blew past their 
hated rivals, the Boston Red 
Stockings. 

When the season was over, 
the Grays had won the league 
title by five games. They then 
played the New York Metropoli- 
tans, champions of the rival 
American Association, in a 
three-game championship 
series, and won all three 
games. It wasn't officially 
called the "World Series", but 
the Grays became undisputed 
world champions. 

The Providence Grays dis- 
banded after the 1885 season. A 
minor league by the same 
name played in Providence 
from 1891 to 1929; they once had 
a promising young pitcher 
named Babe Ruth.

Surgery preparation important 


According to the American 
Academy of Orthopaedic 
Surgeons, about 267,000 total 
knee replacements and more 
than 168,000 total hip replace- 
ments are performed each year 
in the United States. To better 
prepare for this surgery, 
patients and their families 
should be aware of not only the 
surgical procedure, but also of 
how they may help reduce the 
recovery time and help insure 
the best outcome. This includes 
important steps necessary to 
prevent the development of a 
potentially harmful blood clot 
that can occur due to the 
surgery and during recovery. 

Before surgery, the patient 
is usually seen in the orthope- 
dic clinic for a physical therapy 
evaluation and pre-operative 
routine tests, including X-rays 
and blood analysis.

After joint-replacement 
surgery, hip or knee pain fre- 
quently occurs, The doctor may 
prescribe pain medication to 
make the patient as comfort- 
able as possible.

major risks facing patients who 
undergo hip or knee replace- 
ment surgery is the formation 
of blood clots within a deep 
vein (DVT), commonly in the 
thigh and calf. 

This condition, known as 
deep-vein thrombosis, may be 
life threatening if left untreat- 
ed. If the clot breaks free, it 
may become lodged in the 
blood vessels of the lung, 
resulting in a pulmonary 
embolism, a condition that can 
cause sudden death. 

To reduce the risk of blood 
clots, anticoagulants or blood- 
thinning drugs, such as a low- 
molecular-weight heparin like 
Lovenox (enoxaparin sodium) 
Injection, can be administered 
after hip or knee replacement 
surgery. 

Enoxaparin may be injected 
under the skin sometimes 
before and after the surgery for 
seven to 10 days. Surgical 
patients who may be at risk for 
blood clots include people who 
may be at risk for blood clots 
include people with severe 
rheumatoid arthritis on 
steroids, patients with prior hip 
or knee surgery, and patients 
with a history of DVT or infec- 
tion in or around the hip. 

As with other anticoagu- 
lants, use with extreme caution 
in patients with conditions that 
increase the risk of hemor- 
rhage. Bleeding can occur at 
any site during therapy.
